Eddie Murray Takes 
His Place In History 
With 3,000 Hits 


The countdown to Eddie Murray's 
3,000th hit began at hit #2,967—33 hits 
away from the historic mark—33 is also 
the number Murray has worn through- 
out his storied 18-year career. Murray 
finally smacked hit #3,000 on June 30 
at Minnesota off Twins RHP Mike 
Trombley. It was the second pitch of 
his at-bat, a low fastball.

The only problem was the fact that it 
was done in front of only 27,400 fans 
inside the Metrodome.

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Six Indians Make The Trek To Arlington 


Looks like the Cleveland Indians were 
the talk of the All-Star Game as well as 
the rest of the season. Six, count ‘em, 
SIX Indians players were nominated 
to attend the Mid-Summer Classic. 

The last time the Indians landed six 
players on the All-Star roster Al Lopez 
was managing the team, Hank Green- 
berg was the GM. The year was 1955 
and the Tribe was fresh off the record- 
setting ‘54 campaign when they won 
111 games. The All-Stars were Bobby 
Avila, Larry Doby, Al Rosen, Herb 
Score, Al Smith, and Early Wynn. 

Following in the footsteps of 
that ‘55 season, the Indians

have once again topped the charts at 
the 1995 All-Star Game, which was held 
July 11 in Texas at The Ballpark in 
Arlington. Carlos Baerga and Albert 
Belle each made their third All-Star 
appearance, and both made their first 
start. Carlos led all AL second basemen 
with 1,152,652 votes and Albert was 
second among AL outfielders with 
1,056,134 votes. The election of Baerga 
and Belle marks the first time since the 
balloting was returned to fans in 1970, 
that Indians teammates have been 
elected to start an All-Star Game. 


Kenny Lofton, in 
his second All-Star 
appearance, joined 
the duo in the start- 
ing lineup as a 
replacement for the 
injured Ken Griffey, 
Jr. The last time 
the Tribe had a trio 
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their chance to pay tribute to him July 7th in a pre-game 
ceremony. 
At the ceremony, Eddie was accompanied by his wife, Janice, 
daughter, Jordan Alexandra, brother, Venice, and father, Charles. 
Murray was introduced and walked to home plate waving his 
hands in the air, taking in all of the cheers from the sold-out 
Jacobs Field crowd. 


Eddie first presented a jersey and replica bat to Don Marr, the 
president of the National Baseball Hall of Fame and Museum. 
Murray then received a commemorative crystal trophy, presented 
to him by Cleveland Indians Owner Richard Jacobs and Execu- 

tive Vice President of Business Dennis Lehman. 

General Manager John Hart and Manager Mike Hargrove pre- 
sented Eddie with a replica Eddie Murray model bronzed bat. 

His final gift came from his teammates, who gave him a Jim Trusilo 
oil painting, featuring all 20 members of the 3,000-Hit Club. 

He then stood at the podium in classic Eddie Murray fashion, and 
humbly thanked the fans for their enthusiastic support as if he 
had played his whole career in Cleveland. 

After the presentation of gifts and Murray’s speech, a video was 
shown on the JumboTron, showing highlights of Eddie’s career 
while playing with the Baltimore Orioles, Los Angeles Dodgers, 
New York Mets and, of course, the Cleveland Indians. The 
video also contained congratulatory statements from other 
3,000-hit men, like Rod Carew, Pete Rose, George Brett and 
teammate Dave Winfield. 


“Congratulations, Eddie, and welcome to the club,” Winfield said.

of starters in the All-Star Game was in ‘48 —Lou Boudreau, Joe 
Gordon, and Ken Keltner got the nod. Manny Ramirez made his 
first All-Star appearance. Manny was also the youngest player of 
the 1995 team. He and Belle participated in the Home Run Derby. 


Two Indians hurlers completed the Tribe All-Star roster: Dennis 
Martinez and Jose Mesa. Martinez made his fourth appearance, 
and his first on the AL _——- = 
squad. At 40, Dennis 
was the oldest All-Star 
since Nolan Ryan in 
1989 (Ryan was 43). 
Mesa made his first All- 
Star appearance at any 
level of professional 
baseball. Jose was the 
ML leader in saves with 
21 after 64 games. 


All six Tribesmen saw 
significant playing time 
that evening. Baerga 
went 3-for-3 with a run 
scored. He became the 
first player to collect 
three hits in an All-Star 
game since Dave 
Winfield in 1983. 
Lofton and Belle both 
went 0-for-3, although 
Lofton narrowly missed 
a homer in the first. 
Ramirez narrowly 
missed a homer in the 
seventh and settled 
for two walks in two 
plate appearances. 
Martinez was the third 
AL pitcher of the night. 
He retired the side on 
six pitches in the fifth 
and retired the first 
two batters in the 
sixth. Mesa pitched 
a 1-2-3 ninth which 
included a strikeout 
off Colorado’s 
Dante Bichette. 


The only Tribe team to have better representation in an All-Star 
Game was the 1952 Indians. There were seven players during 
that year: Bobby Avila, Larry Doby, Mike Garcia, Jim Hegan, 
Bob Lemon, Dale Mitchell, and Al Rosen.
